life is in the fortitude, perseverance 
and fidelity of his service. "When 
he put his hand to the plow, he look- 
ed not back." He never yielded to 
defeat, thougli defeat stood almost 
always in this way. He persevered 
to the end; he never swerved frotu 
his duty; he had the courage of his 
convictions. No man went through 
more trials, and because he overcame 
them, no man ever had a more glori- 
Qus consununation. 

I should sum up the characteristic^ 
of Washington as embodied in a high 
mind. It was a highmindedness free 
from meanness, low tastes, low pur- 
poses, petty schemes ai^d dishonesty 
of mind or action. 

The difficulty in enforcing the ex- 
amples of such great men is, that 
young persons think of them as 
sotiiething remote, unattainable — 
different froih themselves. It is 
only a difference of degree. The 
reponsibiliti^s, opportunities of 
every young man, are the same so 
far as duty and character are con- 
cerned, although they may be less 
in magnitude and in the public eye. 
There is not only no reason why he 
should not be as true, jtist as brave, 
just as persevering, jtist as honest, 
just as highmiuded as Washington. 
On the contrary, there is every rea- 
son why he should be all these, be- 
cause he has the illustriotis example 
of Washington before him, and lives 
in an age and time which call for the 
very highest manhood. — Seiecled

One cannot help saying that 
" George Washington" and " what 
his life stands for" are two dilTerent 
things No historic character, no 
matter how great, is as great as 
what his life stands for. The man 
was oidy a man, with infirmities of 
matter and limitations of ability 
like unto the rest of tis. But in 
coiuiection with the work he did, 
and the great national, world-wide 
impression he has made, his life be 
comes a grandeur and an illumina- 
tion for all time. I think there is 
a lesson in this very fact, and that 
every young man should remember 
that he lives not to him.self alone, 
but that his influence is making its 
mark far beyond the narrow limits 
of his own personal interest. If I 
could enforce any lesson it would be 
that of the impression which he is 
making and leaving on the com- 
munity and times in which he lives. 

The life of Washington teaches 
the value of a high character and a 
high mind. From youth to age he 
seemed to be actuated in private and 
public life by the highest motives, 
and to aim at the highest standards. 
While this gave something of cold- 
ness to his manner, it yet gave the 
assurance which won and held the 
confidence of all. There went with 
him absolute faith in his purpose and 
integrity — the most valuable capital 
that any man can have. Would 
that every young man could feel the 
importance, whatever his s[>hcre, of 
commatiding such a faith in himself. 
Without it, or with the least suspi- 
cion upon it, his success, though he 
have all the push and ability in the 
world, is handicapped; and there 
attaches to him unspoken and inex- 
pi off.

To say anything new about Wash- 
ington is indeed a hopeless task, 
yet^^ — 

" Things known permit me to renew, 

Of him, you knew his merit such, 

I can not speak, you hear, too much." 

Washington as a capable and pre 
cise man of affairs, as a hero, a pa- 
triot, a military genius, a model chief 
magistrate — is indeed a subject too 
familiar to bear more than a passing 
allusion. Take all that has been said 
in his praise and then endorse it, as 
the man in the story did the LordVs 
Prayer. * * Them's my sentiments. * * 

But the fact will bear repetition 
that Washington was most emphati- 
cally, not an angel, not a bundle of 
abstract perfection, but a man- 
strongly human, strongly masculine, 
with all the nobility that belongs to 
such a character, and with his share 
of the faults and weaknesses that are 
inseparable from it. ' His noble fea- 
tures and imposing presence ; his 
superb physical strength, agility and 
endurance ; his exuberant overflow- 
ing physical courage ; his dominat- 
ing, masterful will ; his fondness for 
exciting sports and convivial inter- 
course, his susceptibility (in his 
youthful younger days) to feminine 
charms and his lifelong fondness for 
the society of beautiful, refined and 
accomplished women, were qualities 
of a strong, virile man. We, per- 
haps, honor him no less amd like him 
all the better, that, before he became 
sobered by experience and care, his 
courage sometimes verged on rash- 
ness, even foolhardiness ; that on a 
occasions his fiery temper burst the 
iron curb with which he habitually 
kept it in check ; that, while always 
keeping within the limits prescribed 
by the standard of his day for a 
gentleman of good breeding and of 
correct morals, he sometimes indulg- 
ed in conduct which now-a-days 
would be considered rather " sporty," 
and would bring down u|X)n 
him the wrath and fiery indignation 
of the W C. T. U. It is true that 
many of the greatest and noblest men 
have been, physically, weaklings ; 
that some have never cared for athle- 
tic sports ; that the courage of some 
great men — even some great sol- 
diers — has been rather of that fine fe- 
minine type which dreads atid trem- 
dles at the danger it unflinchingly 
faces. It is even true that some 
great men (none of the greatest, so 
far as we can remember) have cared 
nothing for women. 

But we are glad that in our 
national hero we can look upon

The story of the business life of 
the late Morris K. J#sup is that of 
many another American who, start- 
ing from a small begioniug, liy hia 
indnstry, thrift and foresight, 
irradually acquired large means. 
Mr. Jesnp was much interested in 
industrial education, in the cause 
of which, declares his biographer, 
Mr. W. A. Brown, he was one of 
the pioneers. He had learned the 
impoitanee of attention to detail, 
and considered no small duty too 
trifling to be t>eneath his notice. 
A friend of hia, a la ly, tells the 
following anecdote: 

One evening as she was on her 
way to drne with Mr and Mrs. 
Jesup, lier son, who on the follow- 
ing day was to begin the momentons 
enterprise of earning hiaown living, 
<iai<l to her; ''Please tell Mr Jesup 
that I am going down to Wall Street 
to morrow to begin my business 
career, and as I am so ignorant 
that I do not even know where 
Wall Stieet is, I should greatly 
value his advice.** 

Mr. Je*>up*8 answer was as 
follows: *'Tell the l>oy first to 
learn how to do his own job, and 
then to begin directly to learn bow 
to do the work of the mm\ next 
ahead of him, 

** Te^l him to follow that course 
in every direction in the office, and 
not to take his summer holiday at 
such H season that Ire will lose the 
opportunity of studying during the 
absence of his fellow members on 
the oSlee staff. In this way he will 
not only learn many things which 
he will need to know later, lint he 
will make himself doubly useful to 
his employers. 

•'Tell him, in the second place, 
that as soon as he makes any 
money in life he should begin 
directly to learn how to give away 
some of It. This giving away 
should be made an intelligent habit, 
and not be left to chance impure 
after a man finds himself |>#aaesaed 
of more than he needs." 

Tlie advice was eminently charac- 
teristic of the giver. He had learn* 
ed both how to make money and 
how to spend it, and he legarded 
the second as an art worthy of as 
serious study as the first.

Not a word will be spoken, but if 
the whole <lictionary were poureti 
audibiy forth it wouldn't begin to 
i^xptess the happiness and enthu 
sinm ami appreciatitm that will 
thrill tlie souls of those hundreds of 
afBieted boys and girls. 

It is a fact tliat vthen one faculty 
is dulled another is sharpened, and 
those people lo whom hearini; and 
speech are denied have learned to 
use their eyes in a marvelous way. 
Thoy seem to be gifted with an al- 
nu>st supernatural light wuich lifts 
the veil from the acis of men and 
lers them search the heart. 

So there Is no chance that they 
will miss any of the tine points of 
the play, or that they will fail 
to reatl a meardtig into the slightest 
m»sture of the actors, 

Mt)st of them know, by this time, 
just what kind of a play they are 
yoinj? to see, and have the plot 
literally on their fingertips. 

Miss Alice Tracy, eighteen, and 
probably ihe only deaf and dumb 
dramatic critic in the world, went to 
see the play the otlier night in 
company with Prof, Ignatius 
Bjorlee, her teacher, and Jimes 
Quinn, a fellow pupil, ami prepared 
a synopsis of it for the beueSt of 
tlie expectant guests. 

I talked it over wiih Miss Tracy 
at the institute, an<i she fells me 
that she is sure the Evening Mail 
has no i^lea of the great happiness il 
is giving hei and her companions. 

I say *' tells," for Alice Tracy 
talks as well as any girl, although 
she is nearly totally deaf. 

When Alice Tracy was eight, she 
had scarlet fever and became par- 
tially deaf. 

She reads conversation from 
the lips and talks in a low, 
well m«»dulated voice, with a delight- 
ful choice of words and a vocabu- 
lary which any girl might envy, 

** I mu^^t confess to lieing stage 
struck," she tohl me, shyly, with a 
funny little laugh, and laying her 
hand on her heart, while her cheeks 
flushed rose red, ** but of course, I 
stiall not be an actress. I prefer 
being a teacher." 

Some one spoke of the beauty of 
actresses. 

* Beauty ie only skin deep," she 
responded, gravely. 

Wimtever beauty's depth may be, 
Alice Tracy in a very attmctive 
girl, with great charm She is 
slender and elftsh, in the delicate, 
dark way, with gleaming white 
teeth, laughing eyes and joy-lighled- 
face 

'* I am always happy," she de 
clared. '' I dcm't kn*>w how ta be 
skd. There is so much iu the 
world to ni.ike one hapt»y " 

Airrt when Dr. Currier, f)rincipal 
of the school, stio(»k his fingi^r at 
her and said, jokinirly, **You are 
always very mischievous," she 
bubbletl with laughter, and her 
eyes danced 

'• Tell me tin* story of !he play, 
as it appeal.s to you," I suL^gosted 
Occ.isionally when her mind rush- 
ed along faster than her tongue, she 
lurneil to Prof. Bjorlee and used 
the sltrn language, her delicate 
fingers flyinu as the words tushed 
forth, and this is the story she told. 
** Beatrice is sincere and the liest 
character. Taylor Holmes makes us 
laugh more Beatrice don't have 
to talk to be sweet — it is perceptible 
to the eye. She is sympathetic 
when the boys lose their money, 
while the other girl, Signorina 
Roversi, thinks only of her?*elf 
Mi>s Jensen portrays thst type very 
clearly, too. 

*'lt is disagre*»able and not right 
to lie seldsh. We must not think 
only of ourselves. We must think 
more of others and play should 
teach that, loo. 

'* The story was true and easy to 
follow. It showed plainly that the 
pursuit of anything is full of bram- 
bles and briars, and lasts a long 
time, and when it is achieved the 
curiam goes <lown. 

That's parallel with the picture of 
all our lives. The thing that's 
worth while is tlie effort, disinter- 
estedness, self-sacrifice, even mind 
under trials, and that rewarding 
consciousness of having done the 
bewt you could comes along. W^hen 
il is accomplished the play of life is 
over.

And besides being happy and phi- 
losophical, she is practical, foi lasI 
year she won a prize for cooking and 
tlnvsewho know say her tea bisculta 
and (mielets are** belter than mother 
ever daretl to make " 
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The pursuit of anything is full of 
brambles and briars, and lasts a 
long time, and when it is achieved, 
the curtain goes down. 

The thing that is worth whMe is 
the effort, flisinterestednese, self- 
sacrifice, even mind under trials, 
thnt tewanling consciousness af hav- 
ing done the best yen could. 

It is disagreeable and not light to 
be loo selfish.

Dear Editor Hodgson: — I have 
noted in a recent iwHue of the 
Journal a plan of Mr. Spcar'M, 
whereby the deaf could obtniti em- 
ploytneijt throiitrh the atrency, or 
bureau, eHtabUHhed enp'^cialiy for 
th^ <\i'nf. With the r^portH coininj^ 
in of the hard tirn^8 certain of the 
(leaf are encounteiint^ in their 
efforts to earn an honest liviri^, it 
certainly doen seem to be an ex 
cellent i<lea, one which \9 worthy of 
lieinj^ put througli. 

The old fttory of the 
tion of the employfrn 
deaft becau<*e of their 
ever bf^fore uh. Article after 
article ha8 appeared, not only in tin* 
Journal l>ut other papenn aI«o, by 
deaf muteH proiiiinent in the eye of 
thf* d^af put)lic, protenting ai^HinHi 
thiK unjiiHt attitude and asking 
for but a fair chanc**. And when 
poHsihle they have made ntrenuouH 
efforts to educate the hearing t>*ihlic 
an to the real mental and working' 
capacity of the deaf mut<^ em ploy h. 
The work is meritoriouft and 
should by no meann be allowed to 
slacken. But, while proj^r^MH in hc- 
inja^ made, may I enter a^riculrure in 
all its branches as one of tiif* fittest 
occupations adapted to the peculiar 
conditions under wliich the deaf 
lalior ? No matter wliat type of 
farminjroue takes up, whet her dairy- 
ing, poultry-raising, frji it-growing, 
the deaf mute can fit into this 
sphere of work as hn can perhaps 
in no other source, ffearing is a 
mintjr factor in agriculture, at least 
less so than in other occupations, 
with the exception of those in 
which they com" '"^^' /....>♦.,,.» witii 
their own kio'l 

Through dairyni;^ ih f»'>nsHlf*rf*d 
peril »<ps the highest tyjje of farming, 
on account of the prot>lem of tlie 
maintenance of soil fertility (plant 
food in its availabh* form) tfirouL'h 
the use of stable and green manur- 
ing, most of the deaf tliat I know 
personally or by repute consider 
poultry raising or fruit growing 
more to their liking. 

And though I am a dairyman, I 
do not by nny means decry -the 
at her two branches, for no one will 
succeed well if he does not like the 
liranch he takes up, as his heart 
and soul will not be in hi^ efforts. 
Thecountry was. and still is, in 
some places, considered a [>lace 
where each dny is like every other 
day, an unending round of monoto- 
nous labor, unbroken save by the 
meals and I he end of the day's work, 
when one is so tired that he thinks 
of nothing but hi*» downy couch.

But to day there are mau}' larrns 
run on a business tia^is, on the same 
principles as any city luisiness, and 
the employers have come to see that 
ID order to secure the best help the 
year tound, ihey have to provide 
conditions such as will be induce- 
ments to t\ie emjiloyees in tlie way 
of comforts and conveniences to off- 
set the attractions of the city. The 
result is that the em[doyee benefits 
by it, with the following advantages 
ad«led: — (a) a strong inducement to 
save, (i») a chance to lead the best 
life existinLS that of being next to 
nature, (c) to gain better health, a 
calm peac»*fulne^s which notldng 
else ean give, (fl) a iess inducement 
to be attracted by ruinous tempta- 
tions. The rural free delivery of 
mail bH« already demonstrated its 
value to tfie up-to-date farmer, as 
has also the rural fleplione. The 
[>Hrc*ds posr delivery is now up 
before Congrc-s, arid the frurnr -rs 
will get it. 

The deaf employer who k*. ,,.> ,.;s

An Intereiitingr M^ecinre, 



(By one who attended the lecture.) 

For two consecutive Sundays, 
Professor A. S. Clark gave an in- 
slruclivH lecture to the jiupils on 
'* Loyalty." A number of deaf 
people from outside the school 
were present, and it was fortunate 
for thf^m to be at the lecture. 

The lecturer said that loyalty 
should be shown in the family be- 
tween parents and children in wliat- 
ever condition the parents were 
they should beTespected, and if the 
children fall into temptation, it is 
their duty to relieve them and re- 
claim them. 

Loyalty should be shown in the 
cIhss room If there me any mis- 
givings on the part of the teacher, 
the pupils should love him or her, 
knowing that he or she tries to do 
wfdi. Loyalty is tlie hook in the 
eye. 

Mr. Clark also said that there 
should be loyality among the neigh- 
l»orN, in no way allowing back- 
bitinir, always trying to overlook 
faults, and trying to influence good 
feelings. lie npoke of loyalty of 
subjects to their monarchs ; loyalty 
on the liattle fi*dil, and of the need- 
ed loyally existing between bus- 
t)an<l and wife. Jealousy anrl 
fault finding often cause social 
eruption and separation. 

The numerous maftyrs exhibited 
their loyalty to their God and 
Saviour, daring to undergo persecu- 
tion. 

Actions aie stronger than words. 
To show the loyality of the lecturer, 
it occurred late Sunday evening 
that a number of the deaf persons 
were in church to commemorate 
the Lord's Supper, that Mr. Clark 
by permission of the pastor and 
the church committee, stood up 
and interpreted in signs all that 
was spoken by the pastor. That 
shows ;true loyalty to his nnfor- 
lunate neighliors.

Xhe <dallnuclet Memorial. 

It iH proposed to create a motnoria) 
to the late Rev. Thomas Gallaudet, 
D.I)., by the erection of a Parish 
Building for St. Ann's Church for 
Deaf-Mutes. The present Church 
is situated on 148th Street, Just west 
of Amster(iani Avenue, and is built 
some twenty-five feet back from the 
line of the street to permit tlie erec- 
tion of such a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church edifice and be a center 
of religious ani social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Gallaudet 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which his nan^e nas always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most fitting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St* 
Ann's Ciiurch is used wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five feet 
along the street front and twenty- 
five feet in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be used ior the social, re- 
ligious and iiduHtrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. The 
amount required for *' The Gallau- 
det Memorial Parish Building" will 
be about $30,000, and the building 
itHelf, in its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to llie 
silent peoples. They themselves 
heaitily endorse the memorial.
